A DREADFUL AFFAIR. 
There was a time when Kentucky was known 


Charles Francis Adams, Jr., that Massachusetts 
shall imitate the Belgian system of controlling 
one or more main lines of railroad in the State, 
in order thereby to regulate railroad tariffs, a 
writér in the New York Sun gives some of the 
details of the system prevailing in Belgium. 
The earliest railroad lines in that country were 
constructed by the Government as public 
works. Subsequently, private companies were 
organized for thé building of other roads 
under nin*ty-year charters, the roads to 
become the property of the Government 
ai the expiration of this term. The Government 
retained the privilege, however, of constructing 
and operating competing lines asa safeguard 
against monopoly. The relative proportion of 
Government and private lines under this system 
has been as follows: In 1850, the State held 64 
per cent of the railroads, and private companies 
86 per cent; in 1860, private capital controlled 
67 per cent, agd the Government only 33 per 
cent; in 1872, the Government controlled 42 
per cent, and ten private companies held the re- 
maining 58 per cent. The Government evidently 
found it necessary to own more that 33 per cent, 
in order to carry out its principle of 
restraint, and 80 extended its purchases 
and leases. In the meantime, consolida- 
tion has been the tendency among the private 
companies, which has enabled them to hold their 
own against the Government. It seems that 
maximum rates of fare and freight are fixed in 
the charters under which the companies are 
originally organized. It is safe to e 
these are exceedingly liberal, however, as t 
railroads are profitable, and as there is no con- 
flict with the Government on this point. The 
rates are increased or lowered below this maxi- 
mum according to the condition of things, and 
under the supervision of the Minister of Public 
Works. Aside from this, there is no attempt to 
exercise Government interference with the pri- 
vate roads, except in a police power for purposes 
of safety.
